First Half Abnormal 
“ Although the large imports of 
the first half of 1923 were abnormal 
some diminution, ac compared with 
war years and pre-war years in the 
excess of exports is quite what was 
to be expected. It is the result of 
the changed position of this country 
in the world. From a debtor we 
have become a creditor nation. We 
no longer have to pay a large bal­ 
ance to foreigners for ocean trans­ 
portation. Our population bys in­ 
creased materially, and our stand­ 
ard of living likewise has advanced, 
so that we demand more raw mater­ 
ials and 
tropical 
foodstuffs 
from 
abroad 
and 
so that 
we consume 
more of our own materials and food­ 
stuffs. Finally, during the past two 
years, the United Slates has been 
sought extensively as a field for 
investment of capital 
from 
coun­ 
tries with depreciated currency. All 
of these causes have tended to bring 
about a closer balance between ex­ 
ports and 
imports than 
formerly 
existed.” 
The net balance of trade and in­ 
visible items against 
the 
United 
States in 1923 was but a third of 
that P* 
1922, the Secretary de­ 
clared. 
“ While for large fractions of tho 
agricultural community 
the 
year 
1923 witnessed a continuance of the 
advance in prices and improvement 
in 
m arket 
conditions 
which 
had 
characterized 1922,” he continued, 
“ the situation of certain classes of 
the agricultural population* partic­ 
ularly wheat growers and cattle and 
bog 
raisers, 
continued 
unsatisfac­ 
tory. The general level of prices of 
farm products as a group has ad­ 
vanced more rapidly oaring the past 
two years than that of non-agricul- 
tural commodities, although as com­ 
pared with prewar years the farmers 
still stand below their normal rela­ 
tionship. 
“The low price of wheat has been 
primarily due 
to the greatly in­ 
creased production stimulated by the 
war in this country, in other wheat 
exporting countries, and, above all. 
Canada. The growth of our popula­ 
tion is tending slowly

about an equilibrium between do­ 
mestic production and consumption 
of agricultural commodities as a 
group. Meantime wheat acreage has

friends, alumni

students are 
proud to admit. Only by a compari- 
! son of figures of a few years ago 
and now can the extreme rapidity 
of growth be recorded. The follow ­ 
ing facts have been taken from the 
enrollment of the History ana Soci­ 
al Department for the first terms 
of the year 1920 and 1924. 
High school clases below fourth 
year, 1920, 99; 1925, 76, decrease 
23; 
23 
percent decrease, 
fo u rth 
year high school, 57 in 1920 and 
129 in 1924; 72 increase; 144 per 
cent increase. Social science, 66 in 
1920 and 541 in 1924; 476 increasi­ 
n g 718 percent increase. 
Perhaps some comment on the 
classes that made up the above to­ 
tals will be Interesting. In the fall 
of 1920 the sixty-six college stu- 
ents were five less than those tak­ 
ing ninth 
grade 
Ancient History. 
The grdup in the first three years 
of high school has decreased not 
only relatively but numerically. The 
increase of seventy-two in the fourth 
year required American High School 
History seems to come from three 
distinct 
sources. 
Many 
teacher’s 
over high school age are attempt­ 
ing to secure first High School and 
then Normal School diplomas. The 
second group is recruited from the 
small 
two 
or 
three 
yfcar 
high 


school. The last group comes from 
those students of four year schools 
who are admitted with thirteen and 
one-half units or more but who are 
deficient 
in 
their 
required 
High 
School American History. 
In the college work proper the 
greatest changes 
have 
occurred. 
E ighteen people took the required 
I College American History 
and So­ 
cial. Sciences in the first term of 
1920. Now in History proper, there 
are 411 taking College courses. The 
History department, however, 
has 
until this year? given ail courses 
in Social Sciences. For the sake of 
comparison we should add the one 
hundred thirty people doing work 
in the newly created department of 
Social Science. This brings the to­ 
tal in History and Social Science 
to five hundred forty one. This is 
thirteen more then eight times as 
many college students as were en­ 
rolled In the same type of courses 
in the corresponding term of 1920.
